2-5 Year Delay 
Seen for Bridge

TWIN FALLS — Designs for a 
replacement for weakened 
Perrine Memorial Bridge will 
be delayed for at least two years 
— and possibly five. State High- 
way Engineer Ellis Mathes said 
here Monday. 

The board visited Twin Falls 
and discussed plans and 
problems concerning the 
replacement of the Perrine 
Bridge, along with other high- 
way problemSj Including the 
North Five Points and West 
Five Points projects, with Twin 
Falls Mayor Frank Feldtman 
aiid representatives of the city 
council and city-county plan- 
ning and zoning board. 

Serious problems of financing 
cloud any plans for the bridge, 
Mathes said. Replacement of 
the entire sbructure, which is 
deemed the only feasible 
solution, would cost at least $6.5 
million for a two-lane stmctuce 
and $7.5 milUon for four-lane 
design. The entire yearly outlay 
of the Idaho Highway Depart- 



ment for all highway main- 
tenance- and construction, 
exclusive of interstate projects 
which are in a separate 

category, equals $11 million. 

Taking two-thirds of the Idaho 
funds for one bridge is at 
present impossible ; the project 
can be contemplated only if 
federal funds are made 
available, Mathes said. 

Ui>less a federal aid bill is "In 
the hopper" In Oingress by Oct. 
29 at the latest, no action will be 
possible until the next session, 
Mathes said. 

At present the highway 
department has earmarked $3.4 
million for planning and con- 
struction of the Perrine Bridge, 
Mathes said. Another $3 million 
from a federal aid bill would 
nearly complete funding for the 
new bridge. 

"But it wiU be at least 1973 
before any adequate funding 
could be made available at the 
present speed of legislation," he 
added. 

C. Ed Flandro, chairman of 
the highway board, said the 



idea of a bond issue to raise 
funds has been under con- 
sideration. E^ren with a bond 
issue, "it would be 1973 to 1975 
before we could get under 
way," he added. 

Elstablishing a toll on all 
vehicles crossing the bridge is 
another possibility, Flandro 
said. The toll, to retire the 
bonds, authorized only until 
sufficient funds were availatde 
to buUd the bridge, taking the 
available $3.4 million into ac- 
count.

It was that 
American-sponsored truce that 
led to the Jordanian civil war. 

Nasser had used all his 
political power to bring an end 
to Jordan's civil strife and was 
at Cairo airport seeing off one 
of the Arab league leaders who 
participated in the truce 
negotiations when he was 
stricken. He went to his 
suburban home, a comfortable 
but far from luxurious villa, 
and called doctors. He died 
three hours later, at 6:15 pjm. 

Nasser had not tieen in go'od 
health. Earlier this year he was ° 
treated for diabetes and a 
circulatory ailment while in the 
Soviet Union, but he appeared 
to be in good condition Sunday 
when he greeted Arab leaders 
at the Arab League meeting.

Gamal Abdel Nasser, the 
adored father of modem Egypt, 
mesmerized millions with his 
unfulfilled dream of a unified 
Arab world that could destroy 
Ivael. He died a peacemaker 
in his own ranks. 

Nasser, the most [wwerful 
and controversial Arab leader 
in modem history, died of a 
heart attack Monday hi Cairo 
at 52. 

His triumphs were many: He 
broke a S.OOtfyear reign of 
Egyptian kings, ousted British 
occupiers, nationalized the Suez 
Canal and wooed a willing 
Soviet Union to supply guns and 
butter when the United States 
would not. 

His tragedies were great: 
The 1967 Middle East war was 
a. disaster for Egypt. It all but 
wiped out the slow but steady 
Inroads his Arab brand of 
socfallSm was making on the 
desert nation's poverty. His 
dream, of a United Arab 
Republic briefly materialized, 
then collapsed with factional 
feuds overwhehned Arab shni- 
laritles. His total reliance on 
Soviet aid to challenge Israel 
put him forever- in the 
Kremlin's debt. 

He became an Arab world 
hero by defying the West in the 
1950s when he turned to 
Communist C^zechoslovakla for 
arms and then refused to join 
an anti-Communist alliance. 

Nasser was af blue-eyed 
revolutionary with a silver 
tongue for fiery speeches. 



Ramrod-straight,- mustached 
and graying at the temples, he 
had a flashuif smile. His 
English was fluent and supple. 
Like most Egyptians, he 
savoured his lively sense of 
humor. 

A devout Moslem, he did not 

drink. He was a heayy smoker 
of American cigarettes until 
doctors made him quit in 1968. 

He was as personally austere 
as he was politically flamboy- 
ant. He shunned the extrava- 
gant ways of the Egyptian 
monarchs he deposed, a strong 
reason for his immense person- 
al popularity. 

He and his wife Tahla, one of 
the least-known first ladies in 
the western world, whom he 
married in 1944, lived hi a 
comfortable but unluxurious 
cream-painted villa in suburban 
C^u-o. It served as. Nasser's 
office. They had five children. 

The son of & postal clerk, 
Nasser was bora in Alexandria 
Jan. 15, 1918. He led riots 
against British occupiers of 
Egypt as a schoolboy, fought 
the Israelis hi the 1948 Middle 
East war and overthrew 
Egypt's lOng Farouk Ui a 1952 
mUitary coup.

office. 

The public hearings will CO ver 
two phases hi testimony by 
government officials: first, 
whether the torturers were U. S. 
trained and whether any of the 
materials used were furnished 
by the U. S. aid programs, and 
secondly, whether any U. S. aid 
should be extended to a 
government^ which condones 
such practices. 

C3iurch has not formally 
made public the findings of his 
Investigators, but his staff 
confirmed some details publish- 
ed today by Investigative 
columnist Jack Anderson. 

Hearings are expected to be 
held next January and 
February. The staff said they 
are prepared now, but ther^ 
apparently will be no op- 
portunity to go ahead under the 
pressure of a Senate ad- 
journment-rush and an im- 
pending national election.

A ruling by a federal judge has in 
effebt placed responsiblity for the 
Vnietnain war squarely where it 
bdoiigs — on Congress and, In- 
directly, on the American citizenry 
which, however imperfectly, 
exercises ultimate control over 
what Conigress does or does not do. 

Judge Orrin G. Judd of Brooklyn' 
ha£i rejected a complaint brou^t 
by an Army private who 
challenged orders to send him to 
Vietnam on the grounds that the 
war is unconstitutional. 
- Section 8 of Article I of the 
Constitution gives to Congress the 
power to declare war, and 
Congiiess has never declared that a_ . 
state of war exists in Vietnam. 

But in a 50-page, qjinion, Judge 
Judd held that: 

"The Congress repeatedly andv 
unmistakenly authorized the use of 
armed forces of the United States 
to fight in Vietnam. Whether this 
was a prudent action or a tragic 
diversion of men and money is 
immaterial. 

"The Vietnam conflict cannot be 



blamed on usurpation by either of 
the presidents who have held office 
from 1964 to date. Having reached 
that decision, the court's function is 
ended." 

Undoubtedly, Congress would 
never have undferwritten and the 
American people would never have 
tolerated President Johnson's 
intervention in Vietnam in 1964 
(which he initiated by virtue of his 
constitutional power as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the armed 
forces) had anyone been able to 
foresee what lay ahead. 

But we bought the war — out of" 
ignorance or unconcern or simple 
-jaax&t in the nation's leaders and the 
nation's purposes or maybe even 
partly out of an "arrogance of 
power" Senator Fulbright has 
- remarked upon.. 

And in the same way we are 
buying President Nixon's plan for 
bringing the war to an end in the 
best way which he — with the 
consent of Congress and the people 
— knows how. 



About Jobs 



Two recently completed studies 
about welfare and unemployment 
have put holes in three commonly 
held views about the pieople on 
welfare or unemployed. 

The first year of a guaranteed- 
income experiment in New Jersey 
has shown that people will not 
reduce their work effort sub- 
stantially if they get cash 
assistance from the government. 
"The desire to work among the 
poor is much stronger than anyone 
thought," Dr. John 0. Wilson of the 
Office of Economic Opportunity 
reported. 

An investigation for I'z years in 
the St. Liouis ghetto labor market 
has revealed 1) that inner-city 
workers and suburban employers 
don't need each other and 2) 



hardcore unemployment seems to 
be more the exception than the ruj^e 
in the ghetto. "The real problem," 
according to the director of the 
federally-financed St. Louis study, 
"is not hard-core unemployment at 
all, but chronic exposure in the job 
market. Poor and uneducated 
persons can find work, but the work 
they find is dull and poorly paid and 
offers no future. The turnover in 
such jobs is high for all~ persons, 
black and white." 

These two studicis back up 
President Nixon's proposals for a 
family program and the argument 
that lack of hope for a better future, 
rather than laziness, lies behind the 
reluctance of some poor people to 
take society's least attractive jobs.

WASHINGTON - In the 
matter of equal rights for 
women Prof. Leo Kanowitz of 
the University of New Mexico 
Law School,is a dreamer.

Manson Boasted 
Of Death Feats 



LOS ANGELES (UPI)-The 
same month the Sharon Tate 
killings occurred, Charles Man- 
son threatened a cowboy at the 
Spahn ranch and boasted, 
"Don't you know I'm the one 
who is doing- all these killings?" 
a state witness testified Mon- 
day. ' ' 

Juan Flynn, a 6-foot ranch 
hand, testified the incident took 
place several days after Man- 
son drove off with six-other 
rhembo-s of his" "tamUy" on 
what the prosecution contends 
was the night of the killings of 
Leno LaBianca and his wife. 
Actress Sharon Tate and four 
— pther-persens were slain the 
night before. 

"Flynn said he was sitting in 
the kitchen at the ranch, 
headquarters for the "Manson 
family," in August, 1969, when 
Manson entered and ordered 
three girls to leave. 

"He grabbed me by the hair 
and put a knife to my throat 
and said, 'You son of a tutch, 
don't you (mow I'm the one who 
is doing all these killings?'" 

Flynn said he didjiot beUeve 



Manson and went on eating his 
supper. 

He said Manson put the knife' 
down on .the table and said: 
"Okay, you kill me." 

"I told him I didn't want to 
kill him or do him any harm 
and he said that if I felt that 
way I should go down to the 
waterfall and make love to his 
girls," Flynn said. 

"1 told him that if I wanted 
to contract a case of syphillis 
or gonorrhea, he would be the 
first person I would come to 
see." 

Manson and three female 
codefendants are on trial for 
the slayings. 

As the trial entered its 15th 
week, Charles "Tex" Watson 
appeared In another courtroom 
for arraignment as a fifth 
defendant in the case. 

Watson, who fought extradi- 
tion from Texas for 10 months, 
stood rtlute before Superior 
Court Judge George Dell and 
would not even utter his name. 
The state expects Watson to 
plead insanity when he finally 
comes to trial.

TWIN FALLS — Because 
much of the timber in the Twin 
Falls ranger district of the 
Sawtooth National Forest is 
"over mature" . timber 
management has become a 
matter of removai of present 
stands and restoration of the 
forest. 

Lewis Munson, district 
ranger, said the program is 
under way and has Ijeen for 
some time but It must be ex- 
tremely graduate, taking Into 
consldetation watershed, soil 
protection, recreation and other 
factors. 

On a tour with Twin Falls 
County Commissioners, Ranger 
Munson gave county officials a 
first hand view of what is being 
done and the problems yet to t)e 
solved. Oear cut and burning Is 
one method of management of 
the many heavy stands of lodge 
pole pine, a major timber 
species on the district. 

In one area the tour inspected 
cutting operations where all 
usable trees are being cut and 
removed for pole and post use. 
In this area a few days earlier 
all scrap and unusable wood 
was piled in the clear cut area 
and burned, leaving a cover of 
charred partially burned logs 
and stumps. These can be 
salvaged for fireplace material 
or if left will soon decay hito the 
sou. 

Another principal reason for 
burning is to open the 
"serotinous" cones of the lodge 
pole pine. Intense heat is needed 
to open the cones and allow the 



seeds to deposit and grow and 
fire takes care of this. 

Once this has been done, 
Ranger Munson explained at a 
second site, the tiny pines 
spring up ahnost as thick as 
grass and another problem 
arise.'i, . 

The ranger showed county 
officials an area burned some 20 
years ago where the growth has 
now stagnated because of the 



thicic stand which permitted the 
trees to grow only to a few in- 
ches hi diameter because they 
were never thinned. There is 
little market for these trees and 
they will not grow larger. 

An area burned In the 1966 
Magic Burn was also inspected 
where the trees, a few inches to 
a foot high, are extremely thick 
and In need of thinning. 

Thinning presents a problem 



as the tiny trees must either be 
pulled up, by hand, or hidi vidua! 
trees "capped" fbr protection 
and the area sprayed. 

A small a^ea of the Magic 
Burn has tieen thinned in this 
manner with good results but 
the time involved and the small 
area that can be covered in a 
season because of limited 
personnel and funds is 
discouraging, Munson said. 



Nixon Administration Wary 
After Recent Soviet Antics 



WASHINGTON (UPI) -So- 
viet actions in the Middle East, 
together with indications the 
Russians miglit be up to some 
military monkey business in 
Cuba, have caused the Nixon 
administration to take a hard, 
new look at other issues coming 
under the head of E^t-West 
relations. 

The State Department denies 
that any formal across-the- 
board review is under way. And 
officials contend that President 
Nixon's so-called "era of 
negotiations" is not yet in 
jeopardy. . 

"Hiese same officials acknow- 
ledge, however, that the tCrem- 
Un's attitude is beginning to 
puzzle and irritate them. And 
they are speaking in much less 
optimistic terms when they 
consider the possibilities of 
specific agreements to ease 
East- West tensions. 

A major opportunity to test 
the willingness of Russia to 



lessen the explosive potential of 
an old problem is at hand. On 
Thursday, the U.S., British and 
I'Yench ambassadors to West 
Germany will' meet in Berlin 
with the Russian representative 
to East Germany to begin 
negotiations on a new Berlin 
agreement. 

The agreement that the 
Western allies, as well as \yest 
Germany, want would provide 
much more specific written 
guarantees of the Allied rights 
of access to red-encircled West 
Berlin, which lies 100 miles 
within Communist East Germa- 
ny. 

the Soviet actions have cast 
somewhat of a pall over the 
Soviet-American negotiations on 
limitation of strategic nuclear 
missiles. FVesldentlal advisers 
who once were optimistic afout 
getting such-an-agreement soon 
after the talks resume in 
Novemt>er now caution that this 
may not t>e possible. 



The change in the American 
official mood came after 
Washington proved to its own 
satisfaction that the Russians 
had openly connived in Egypt's 
violations of the Aug. 7 cease- 
fire by moving antiaircraft 
missiles closer to the Suez 
Canal in the forbidden zone. 
Hie haste with which the 
Russians and the Egyptians 
took the actions caused the 
Nixoh administration to revise 
Its previous assumptions that 
Moscow was Interested in 
trying to avert the peril of a 
wider war. 

The discovery about two 
weeks ago that the Soviet Union 
could be building a sutmarine 
base in Cuba added to the 
concern of Nixon and his 
advisers over the Kremlin's 
real objectives.

Psychiatrist Says 
Jails Make Crooks 



SALT LAKE CITY (UPD 
Dr. Karl Menninger, co-founder 
of the - Menninger Foundation 
Clinic in Topeka, Kans., said 
Sunday many psychiatrists be- 
lieve jails are manufacturing 
criminals "just - Uke- General 
Motors.' is producing automo- 
biles." 

Menninger, here to address a 
10-state conference on the ad- 
ministrationof the federal Omni- 
bus Crime Control and Safe 
Streets Act, called himself a 
critic of "the injustice of jus- 
tice" handed down to the na- 
tion's criminal offenders. 

In an interview prior to his 
scheduledSpjn.address tonight, 
Dr, Menninger said most peo- 
ple are "underconcemed" with 
crime. 

"They want to get disagree- 



able persons stuffed out of 
sight, but .that's not being con- 
cerned with crime," Dr, Men- 
ninger said. 

""niat isn't taking any scien- 
tific steps to help the man you 
shuffle out of sight, or prevent- 
ing that situation from reoccur- 
ing 

"Crime is not rapidly sweep- 
inn over us. Hie problem is 
more and more crimes arc re- 
cognized." 

Menninger said that poUce 
have an impossible job. "Most 
of the time, 50 to 80 per cent, 
they work' on noncrlniinal acts 
—picking up drunks and taking 
cats out of trees." 

"County jails are awful, com- 
pletely uncivilized," he said, 
"They have np place In society. 

"You have to detain people, 



but nothing ui the law says you 
should throw people in a pig 
pen," he added. 

"In jail they (criminals) pro- 
bably get slapped around, r^ped 
and kicked. Not enough people 
are asking, 'what is a Isetter type 
of jail.' 

"Jails," he continued, "are 
manufacturing criminals just 
like General Motors is produc- 
ing automobiles." 

The 10-state conference, which 
continues through Tuesday, has 
drawn delegates from Colorado, 
Iowa , Montana , Nebraska , North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Missouri, 
Utah, Wyoming and Kansas.

BALTIMORE (UPI) - John 
Dos Passos, one of the great 
novelists of the post World War 
I'generation, died here today at 
the age of 74. 

His most famous Work was a 
trilogy, "The 42nd Paraller' 
.'published in 1930; "1919" 
■pubUshed in-1932, and "The Big 
Money" published four years 
later. 

It was on the basis of these 
works that he was considered a 
literary revolutionary and a 
political radical. In later years, 
he moved from the left to the 
right in his writings. 

I3os Passos died at his home 
in the village of p-oss Keys, a 
luxury development in Balti- 
more, two days after he was 
released from Good Samaritan 
Hospital where he was being 
treated for a heart ailment. 

His trilogy was a panorama 
of America that used "news- 
reel" and "camera eye" tech- 
niques he developed from his 
experience as a newspaper 
correspondent. 

Dos Passos was bom Jan 14, 
1896 in Chicago and was a 
Harvard University graduate. 
From Harvard he went to Spain 
and when the United States 



entered World War I he joined 
the various ambulance services. 
Later he entered the U.S. 
Army. 

From his war experience he 
wrote his first novel in 1922, 
Called "Three Soldiers." 

Dos Passos' first wife, 
[Catherine Smith, was killed in 
an auto accident in 1947. In 1949 
he married Elizabeth Hold- 
ridge. 

His mother's family was 
from Maryland and Virginia.- 
His father was a lawyer and 
the son of a Portuguese 
immigrpnt. 

He -Sttended Choate Prep 
School and considered himself a 
"Virginia gentleman." He lived 
in Westmoreland County, Virgi- 
nia. 

He once wrote: 

"I've always wanted to divest 
myself of my class and monied 
background." 

In 1925 he wrote "Manhattan 
Transfer", a panoramic view of 
life in New York Oty.

In this age of rapid construc-

. like mushrooms, It boggles the 
.mind to encounter a buildings, 
that has been under constniQ- 
tion for 63 years and itill is 
unfinished. 

Hie slow-rising edifice is the 
Cathedral Church of St. Peter 
and St. Paul, better knowji to 
millions simply as Washington 

' Cathedral or the - National 
Cathedral. 

Although it is only three- 
fourths completed, the huge 
Gothic cathedral already plays 
an important role in the life of 
the nation's capital. More than 
150,000 persons attended the 

-l-,632rwor8hip services held in 
the cathedral last year. It is a- 
leading Washington tourist at- 
traction, drawing nearly half a 
million oUt-of4own visitors a 
year! It frequently Is the site of 
state funerals and other public 
ceremonies. 

But the cathedral's chief 
Importance, in the eyes of 
many who' live " in or visit 
Washington, is,_as a symbol. 
Overlooking the capital -city 
from the pinnacle of Its highest 
hill. It serves as a perpetual 
reminder of America's heritage 
as "a nation under God." 

Because of the outspoken 
sermons delivered from its 
pulpit by Dean Francis B. 
Sayre Jr. and other cathedral 
clergy, it also has come to 
symbolize the prophetic role of 
America's free churches, which 
are never subject to govern- 
ment but always critically 
concerned with the morality of 
govermnent's-^ctlons and poli- 
cies, 

Sayre was bom in the White 
House (he 'fs the grandson of 
Woodrow Wilson) and is not 
overawed by the kingly trap- 
pings^iat sometimes surround 
the preSdency. When he thinks 
a president of either party has 
done wrong, he says so, bluntly 
and forthrlghtly. For this 
reason, he does not often get 
invited to dinner at his 
birthplace. 

Although the cathedral is 
affiliated with the Episcopal 
Church, and follows Its rites in 
its services, it was chartered 
by Congress to serve as "a 
house of prayer for all people." 
Americans of many denotnina- 
tions have contributed to its 
constrjuction. 

Since ground was broken in 
1907, about million has been 
spent on its soaring Gothic 
arches, flying buttresses, and 
intricately carved stonework. 
Building costs have risen so 
steeply over this period that a 
unit of construction which cost 
II In 1907 costs $8.50 today. 
With allowance for further 
inflation, Sayre estimates It will 
cost another $21 million to 
complete the last fourth of the 
structure, which includes Its 
most spectacular architectural 
feature, the twin-towered west 
front.

Officials Go on Tour 
Of Other Washington 



WASHINGTON ( UPI) -Have 
you ever seen something bad 
happening in your town and 
wished you could show it to the 
mayor and demand to know 
Miy something wasn't being 
done to fix it? 

Joe Mack Jr., a veteran taxi 
driver and fledigling newsman 
recently did something very 
much like that. He took a group 
of highranking District of 
Columbia officials and some of 
his UPI colleagues on a tour of 
"the bther Washington," the 
one most tourists never see. He 



showed Uierrt-liBaHlfeetsa trash, 
abandoned and vandalized pub- 
lic housing units, pot-holed 
streets, air-poUutiiig power 
plants— the whole picture of 
city blight. 

The city ' officials did not . 
seem to be men.wbo didn't 
care. They spoke with bitter- 
ness about their inabihty to get 
money from Congress to make 
the national capital city into the 
"showcase" that presidents 
have been talking about for 
years. 

And they gave explanations 
for each fouled up example of 
urban decay that came into' 
view: this bridge was patched 
and bumpy tiecause the river 
crossing that will permit traffic 
to be diverted so it can be fixed 
right isn't completed yet; that 
housing project is choked with 
trash because its owners have 
neglected their legal obligations 
to arrange its removal , this 
body of water ( the Washington 
Tidal Basiii) is disgustingly 
polluted because someone in 
Maryland or Virginia is dump- 
ing sewage into the Potomac 
llivcr upstream. Phis, the 
explanation that- this or that 
problem is "under study." 



Obviously, the city officials 
were aware of the problems 
(and said they knew of even 
worse examples). And they had 
plausible reasons why each had 
not been solved. ' f

. There are several types of 
annoying callers. One hangs up 
when the receiver is lifted. 
Another breathes into the 
mouthpiece but says nothing. 
Others make obscene or im- 
proper statements. 

Dangerous as well as up- 
setting, Mann said, is the caller 
who threatens the life or 
property of the person called. 
This type of call, is of major 
concern to the telephone 
company. 

Harassing calls are usually 
received by women, according 
to Mann. In those cases. It is 
not always a woman living alone 
who is called. Mann said that 
often callers wait until a 
husband has left home, then call 
the wife. 

To combat obscene callers, 
the telephone company has 
devices which can be used to 
trace the call or "lock" lines 
together and identify the phone 
from which the call was placed. 

When devices of that type are 
used, the company obtains 
written permission to attach the 
equipment to a line and a 
release to turn information over 
to police.

AUGUSTA. Maine I UPI) - 
Maine's, senatorial contest is 
regarded as a step toward the 
.White House for Sen. Edmund 
S. Muskle. 

How big a step depends on 
his margin of victory over his 
Republican contender, Neil S. 
Bishop, self-style^ "dirt far- 
mer" ttirited high school 
teacher. 

Muskle, the Democrats' 1968 
vice presidential nominee, is 
expected -to defeat Bushop for a 
third term. There are no "ifs," 
"ands" or "huts" about that, in 
the reasoning of the pros. The 
big questions Is: by how much? 

The size of the vote Muskie 
gets could bear heavily on his 
presidential aspirations for 
1972. Going into the November 
election, the 56-year-old Muskie 
is rated-^frontrunner for his 
party's presidential nomination. 

A far closer race is the 
gutiematorial scrap between 
Democratic Gov. Kenneth M. 
Curtiss, a progressive liberal, 
and Riepublican attorney gener- 
al James S. Erwin, a moderate 
conservative. 

A key issue Is a 5 per cent 
state Income tax Curtis 
rammed through the Republl- 
can-oontrolled legislature in 
1968. The economic slump 
aggravated resentment against 
the levy, especially among low- 
income working people vital to 
Curtis' re-election.

Fairfield Mill Burns 
Fbiirth Time Since '47

FAIRFIELD— For the fourth 
time since It was erected in 
1947, the WendeU Mill and 
Lumber Co., west of Fairfield 
has been razed by fire. 

Flames ot undetermined 
origin swept through the main. 
buUdlng, two other building 
sections and a quality of new 
l iimtwr riiirlng the lunch hour 
Monday. Estimated 
replacement cost from Mon- 
day's fir&.'Was set at about 
$300,000. ' -S. 

AU./''fiv^lable fire fighting 
eqiupm^ was called but the 
buildings were gutted In a few 
minutes, said Rod E. David- 
son, manager of the firm. 



Davidson 'said he saw flames 
cpmiiig^om the east end of 
the mainbuilding at about 12:10 
pjn.. and sounded the alarm. 
■"Bie mill had shut down during 
the lunch hour but some of the 
men were in a lunchroom in the 
lower part of the building when 
the fire broke ont- lliey escaped 
without injury. 

Winds of 20 to 25 miles an hour 
carried flames through the 
buildings Innmedlately and the 
entire structure was a ablaze by 
the time the Fairfield volunteer 
fire dej>artment arrived. 

Consumed were the metal 
main building, a two:4tory 
structure about .40 by ISO feet, 
and a 35 by 75 foot r^saw 



building as well as the green 
chain portion of the mill and a 
mumber of staclcs of lumt>er 
stored close to the building. 

Qavldson credited well 
directed action by the Are 
department with saving a newly 
installed de-barker and the 
control buildinijfor it as well as 
large' stdckplles of logs near 
that part of the building. The 
planer building and many 
stacks of cut lumber were far 
enough away to escape—the 
threat of fire. 

Davidson said plans for 
rebuilding are underway but 
are not formulated at this time. 
He said the buildings were 
insured. The mill maintgins a 



large stockpile of logs-rut in the 
local area. — ^ - 
- Built in 1947, the plant was 
destroyed in the early SO's and 
was rebuilt only to be destoyed 
again in August, 1963. The 
planer burned in Mardi of 1964. 

After the fire of 1963 a modem 
all-electric mill was built, going 
into operation In 1964. A de- 
barker was installed this 
summer to comply with new 
smog —regulations and is 
currently operating on a trial 
basis. 

The mill is owned by the 
Prairie City Lumber Co., 
Prairie Qty, Ore. Fire equip- 
ment was still on stand-by duty 
at the site of the fire Tuesday 
and rubble continued to smoke.

MURTAUGH - Only the lack 
of federal legislation prevents 
the implementation of the long- 
awaited Salmon Falls, Project, 
according to W. A. MacGregor, 
Boise, area engineer with the 
Snake River Development 
Office of the Bureau of 
Reclamation. 

McGregor told members of 
the Hansen-Murtaugh Canal Co. 
tliat basic planning on the 
project to restore rapidly 
shrinking ground-water sup- 
plies has been completed. 
Congress must now pass the 
Implementing legislation to 
form the project, known as the 
Salmon Falls Division of the 
Upper Snake River F>roject.

TWIN FALLS - City , county 
and airport commissioners 
today were asked to accept 
. designation of Twin Falls as 
primary airport during the 
' govemoi;'s conference in Sun 
Valley Dec, 12 through Dec. 15. 

This designation would mean 
that many of the private planes 
bringing more than 40 gover- 
nors to the conference would 
land at the Twin Falls fleld. 

It would entail, the com- 
missioners were told, providing 
— security police for both arrival 
and departure of the governors, 
Immediate snow removal from 
runways in case of a storm, 
adequate aircraft parking areas 
and servicing facilities. 

The request was made by Don 
Cooper, Boise, chairman of the 
transporation committee for the 
conference.' 

The conference, of major 
proportions, willl attract film 
and commentator crews from 
the three major TV networks as 
Well as more than 100 newsmen 
from newspapers scattered 
through the United SUtei. Air 
West officials in Twin.Falls said 
it is expected more than 500 
persons attehding the sessions 
will pass through the Tn;in Falls 
airport on regular airline 
flights. 

The commissioners took the 
request under advisement. 



A scheduled hearing on the 
project in the House of 
Representatives in August was 
delayed due to a misun- 
derstanding between legislators 
and the bureau of the budget, 
McGregor said.

As 
larger trucks are develped and 
loads increase, load limits are 
raised correspondingly — far 
above the dedgned-ln Imits of 
the bridge.

plement the water supply to the 
Salmon IVact via Salmon Falls 
Creek, but was unable to locate 
sufficient water. 

Use of the Snake River as a 
source of water was considered 
during the 1960s, at which time 
the canal company asked to be 
included in the planning, 
McGregor said. 

During the late 1960s, the 
Salmon tract, and the- Mur- 
taugh-Cottonwood tract, began 
having increaing trouble with 
ground-water supplies, which 
have been steadily diminishing, 
McGregor explained. The idea 
was developed to "recharge" 
the ground water and bring 
Water to large areas of dry land 
which are not presently 
irrigated. 

The concept would use 
Salmon Falls Creek as a -storage 
basin, with water pumped for 
the Snake River, - McGregor 
said. 

However, opposition was 
heard ttom some areas, and the 
project was delayed. The 
irrigation subcommittee of the 
House Interior Conunittee, 
which controlled the legislation, 
demanded that Uie project be 
re-evaluated and- a new 
pumping area developed. 

New well areas were included 
in the planning and the project 
was tentatively approved. 

Sen. Len Jordan of Idaho is 
currently seeking a Senate 
hearing on the project, but the 
House may be forced to delay 



Members of the audience 
discussed the ramifications of 
the proposal as it affected them. 
Rep. Ray Lincoln of Twin Falls 
County, who owtis land In the 
Murtaugh area, asked how the 
project would affect the larger 
landowners. He also asked the 
cost per acre. 

McGregor said the irrigators 
would pay alnut 26 per cent of 
the total cost; the rest would be 
paid by a power company pool 
which would use the water in 
the Snake River for power 
generation. 

The costs average about $189 
per acre over a SO-year period, 
the engineer estimated, or 
about $14.28 per acre per year 
on'the average. 

The landowners present 
questioned a Bureau of 
Reclamation ruling that no 
more than 160 acres per lan- 
downer can t>e included in the 
proposed project. This means, 
McGregor said,-that a husband 
and wife, under the community 
property laws of Idaho, could 
include a total of SiO'acres, but a - 
corporation, designated as a 
single landowner, could include 
only 160 acres. Any surplus 
acreage would have to be 
"disposed of" or Irrigated some 
other' way then by the pfoject. 

Hie Salmon Falls Project has 
been endorsed by all irrigation 
and water organizations, in- 
cluding the Idaho Water 
Resource Board, which termed 
it the "finest in Idaho," 
McGregor concluded.

Cattle ranchers use snowmo- 
biles not only to keep track of 
the herds but to haul feed and 
grain to them, according to H. 
L. Pomeroy, a vice-president of 
MasseyFerguson, the tractor 
laking- 

snowmobiles three years ago. 
/More snowmobiles still are 
sold for sport than for 
workaday use, and many are 
sold to fuTOs that rent them at 
J7 an hour. 

But F^meroy said agricultu- 
ral and industrial use of 
snowmobiles is growing so fast 
that bigger, more xilgged 
vehicles are being turned out 
for this market.

Lacking 

WASHINGTON (UPI)' -In 
private business, management 
is regarded as a three-state 
process. 

Fjrst you "make plans. Then 
you put the plans iiito 
operation. Finally— and of ut- 
most importance— you check to 
see whether yoiu- plans are 
working out, whether they're 
really accomplishing their ob- 
jective. ' 

It is a well-nigh incredible 
fact that the U.S. government, 
largest business enterprise in 
the world, expends some $200 
billion a year without paying 
much attention to the thh-d or 
"review" phase of manage- 
ment.

HEW Aide Finds 
First Northern 
School Bias 



•WASHINGTON (UPI) -A 
Health, Education and Welfare 
Department hearing examiner 
ruled for the first time Monday 
that a northern school district 
was guilty of running an 
illegally segregated system. 

The decision, involving 
schools in the Detroit suburb of 
Femdaie, Mich., can be ap- 
pealed to a HEW reviewing 
authority and ultimately to 
HEW Secretary Elliot L. 
Richardson. 

But if the ruling becomes 
final, Femdaie would lose 
$275,000 a year in federal school 
pid and become the first school 
district outside the South to 
juffer such a fund cutoff. 

In fiis decision, examiner 
Horace H. Robbins said the 
Femdaie school board began in 
1926 to deliberately segregate 
black elementary school child- 



ren in the U.S. Grant school 
following racial disturbances at 
an integrated elementary 

school. 

Femdaie has an integrated 
high school, an integrated 
Junior high and 10 elementary 
schools. Just under one third of 
the 8,300 students are black or 
members of some other minori- 
ty- 

AU but 31- of the 396 black 
elementary school children 
attend the Grant School, 
Robbins said, but none of the 
students and few of the 
teachers there are white. 

The school situation was 
closely tied to segregation of 
Negro residents in the neighbor- 
hood surrounding Grant, which 
began with the , help of 
restrictive covenants in real 
estate contracts, Robbins said.

DetweUer said the Corps had 
notified the land board it wanted 
the gravel from the Qearwa-. 
ter's bed and had asked that 
the lighway Department lease 
not be renewed. 

In his letter, Detweiler cited 
cases giving the Corps authori- 
ty, pursuant to authorization 
fi-om Congress, to remove and 
use materials from the bed of 
a navigable river for the pur- 
pose of improving navigation,.,!, 
but added, "None of these cases I 
go so far as to hold that the 
Corps may forbid a state from 
disposing of bed materials in a 
navigable riyer on the strength 
of an intention by the Corps to 
use such materia] at some time 
in the future."
